Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gent lemon, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1 947 . 

For  tho  greater  part  of  the  year  under  review  Dr,  Berry  was 
responsible  for  the  work  of  the  Department,  and  I  should  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  thanking  him  for  his  splendid  work.  By  reason 

of  his  efficiency  I  had  the  pleasure  of  taking  oyer  a  Department 
already  in  excellent  health  and  vigour. 

Incorporated  in  the  Report  is  a  detailed  account  of  the  work 
of  the  Sanitary  Department  by  the  Acting  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
also  a  very  valuable  report  by  the  Engineer  &  Surveyor.  I  cm 

deeply  grateful  to  both  of  them,  for  it  is  only  with  their  reports 
and  mine  that  one  can  have  a  general  picture  of  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

The  health  of  the  people  in  the  Rural  District  has  been 
maintained  under  difficult  circumstances,  and  to  this  end  the  Council 
and  Staff  have  played  a  part,  but  the  chief  credit  goes  to  the  house¬ 
wife,  who  has  to  do  the  scheming  and  planning  to  meut  the  needs  of 

the  family . 

To  solve  the  problem  of  unfit  houses  and  overcrowding  more 
and  more  houses  are  required,  and  this  problem  is  having  your  full 
and  earnest  consideration.  Not  only  are  houses  a  pressing  physical 

need,  but  they  are  also  essential  for  the  mental  and  moral  well-being 
of  the  comm unity. 

During  the  year-  there  was  no  major  outbreak  of  infectious 
disease,  but  in  keeping  with  the  country  as  a  whole  a  number  of  cases 
of  Infantile  Paralysis  were  notified  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and 
dealt  with  by  arrangements  made  with  the  Cuunty  Council  for  their 
isolation  and  orthopaedic  aftercare.  Of  all  the  measures  to  combat 

cUi  disease  there  is  ample  evidence  that  the  most  important  is  complete 
rest  right  from  the  beginning  of  the  illness.  The  worst  cases  in 

the  district  have  been  those  who  kept  at  work  despite  the  disease. 

Rest  in  this  illness  is  wiser  than  struggling  to  keep  going,  no  matter 
how  creditable  that  may  be. 

Not  a  single  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  district 
during  the  year,  and  this  despite  unfit  houses  and  overcrowding,  and 
under  continuing  austerity  conditions.  The  favourable  result  is 
obviously  not  entirely  due  to  the  Immunisation  Campaign,  but  that 
preventive  measure  has  been  well  worth  while.  Mass  immunisrtion 
began  for  the  country  as  a  whole  in  1940,  end  the  following  table 
shows  the  result  of  that  and  health  measures  generally

Fortunately,  fewer  new  eases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year,  and  this  is  in  no  small  measure  due  to  the  generous 
way  the  Council  have  dealt  with  the  Housing  needs  of  all  Tuberculous 
persons,  and  I  am  sure  you  will  be  desirous  of  increasing  your 
efforts  on  behalf  of  these  unfortunate  people.  Not  only  does 
re-housing  benefit  the  patient  but  it  also  stems  the  spread  of  the 
disease . 


In  connection  with  the  spread  of  the  disease  it  is  not 
generally  understood  that  sufferers  from  open  tuberculosis  must 
be  kept  away  from  children. 

I  have  given  in  tabular  form  some  indication  of  the 
County  Council’s  clinic  services  available  for  the  people  of  tho 
Rural  District,  and  I  feci  sure  you  would  like  to  see  these  services 
extended  and  made  available  actually  in  the  Rural  District. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Committees,  General  Practitioners, 

Health  Visitors,  Heads  of  Departments  and  Staffs,  and  especially 
the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department.

SEWERAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  majority  of  the  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  in  a 
satisfactory  condition,  which  is  verified  hy  the  analyses  of  the 
final  effluents. 

The  Council’s  housing  programme  will  necessitate  the  eventual 
enlargement  of  certain  of  the  existing  sewage  works  where  large  scale 
building  operations  are  in  progress,  and  in  parishes  whore  there  is 
no  sewage  works  the  construction  of  a  Works. 

Plans  are  being  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council  for  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  the  under¬ 
mentioned  parishes. 

Hilton. 

Sewage  from  part  of  the  village  at  present  discharges  direct 
into  the  Hilton  Brook.  Sewage  from  the  remaining  portion  of  the 
village  discharges  into  the  War  Department  Sewage  Works  situated 
within  the  grounds  of  the  War  Department  Camp. 

The  new  Scheme  proposes  to  re-sewer  the  whole  village  and 
direct  the  sewage  to  the  above  Works  to  which  additions  will  be  made. 

This  Works  will,  then  treat  the  whole  of  the  village  in  addition 
to  the  sewage  from  the  Camp. 

Netherseal  and  Oversea! . 

Pla  ns  will  be  submitted  to  the  County  Council  for  the 
re-sewering  of  the  village  of  Netherseal,  together  with  the  Disposal 

Works . 

The  present  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Overseal  is  over-loaded, 
and  the  Council  have  been  informed  tihat  this  'Works  will  be  effected 
through  mining  subsidence  within  the  next  few  years. 

This  'Works  will  consequently  become  redundant,  and  it  is 
proposed  that  the  sewage  from  Overseal  will '  be  treated  along  with 
that  from  Netherseal  at  the  now  Works. 

Ticknall ♦ 

That  portion  of  the  village  that  is  already  sewered  discharges 
into  tanks  and  thence  to  a  brookcourse, 

A  Scheme  is  being  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council  for  the  re-sewering  of  the  whole  of  the  village, 
together  with  the  construction  of  a  Disposal  Works. 

Newton  Sulnoy. 

The  sewage  from  this  village  at  present  discharges  into  a 
Septic  Tank  adjacent  the  river,  the  overflow  of  which  discharges 

therein. 

A  Scheme  is  being  prepared  for  the  re-sewering  of  the  whole 
village  together  with  a  Disposal  Works,  which  will  be  submitted  to 
the  Derbyshire  County  C  uncil  for  observations. 

Wa  1 1 o n - o n -Trent . 


A  Scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  sewering  and 
treatment  of  the  sewage  from  this  village  and  will  be  submitted  to 
the  Derbyshire  County  Council  immediately  it  is  completed.

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2.  ai^SCT  OF  FLOODS  . 

Parishes  of  S  crop  ton  and  Hatton . 

The  heavy  and .prolonged  snow  fall  that  occurred  during  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1947  caused  a  flooding  of  the  area  when  the 
snow  started  to  melt. 

The  snow  thawed  during  the  day-time,  and  freezing  occurred  each 
night,  allowing  a  considerable  amount  of  water  to  flow  away  without 
serious  effect,  especially  as  the  water  level  in  the  rivers  was  low. 

This  continued  until  the  general  thaw  with  rain  had  commenced  on 
Friday  the  14th  March,  by  which  time  the  rivers  were  filling,  and 
general  floods  commenced  on  the  1 6th  March. 

These  floods  were  aggravated  owing  to  the  majority  of  the  ditche 
and  watercourses  being  blocked  with  ice  and  snow. 

The  highest  point  reached  by  the  flood  water  was  1  ft.  11-g-  ins. 
above  the  floor  level  of  the  Scropton  Old  Lane  Sewage  Pumping  Station 
This  height  was  reached  at  3  a.m.  on  Wednesday  the  19th  March,  and 
remained  at  this  level  for  twelve  hours,  after  which  it  began  to 
gradually  recede . 

The  highest  point  of  this  flood  level  was  1  ft.  10  ins.  below 
the  1946  flood  level. 


31  houses  in  this  parish  were  flooded. 

Hatton . 

The  Council  arranged  with  the  Derbyshire  Agri cultural  Execut i ve 
Committee  to  clean  out  the  various  brookcourses  and  ditches.  This 
fortunately  prevented  a  recurrence  of  the  1946  floods. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Council  that  the  primary  cause  of  these 
excessive  floods  is  due  to  the  R.A.F.  embankment  from  Fauld  to 
Scropton,  which  holds  up  the  flood  water  on  the  up-strean  side.  This 
water  then  flows  along  the  up-stream  side  of  the  embankment  and  pass e; 
through  the  village  of  Scropton. 

This  embankment  has  a  number  of  15”  and  1 8”  pipes  built  in  to 
allow  the  flood  water  to  pass  through. 

These  pipes  are  not  considered  sufficient  to  cope  with  the 
enormous  amount  of  water  arriving  from  the  upper  reaches  of  the 
River  Dove. 

Negotiations  are  at  present  taking  place  between  the  Authorities 
concerned  and  the  Air  Ministry,  with  a  view  to  constructing  larger 
waterways  in  the  embankment  to  allow  the  flood  water  to  pass  through, 
and  thus  prevent  the  backing  up  above  referred  to. 


Willing! on . 

Repton  Road  was  flooded  throughout  its  length  from  the  Railway 
Bridge  to  the  uAmoury'!  at  Repton. 

The  Blue  Bus  Garage  had  water  over  the  floor  to  a  depth  of 
2  ft,  1  in.,  which  was  due  to  the  backing-up  and  overflowing  of  the 
Willington  Brook. 

This  height  was  3  inches  lower  than  the  1946  iflood. 


The  low-lying  area  between  Willington  Hall  and  the  Sewage  Pump-, 
ing  Station  commenced  to  flood  on  Monday  the  17th,  and  continued  unti] 
Thursday,  the  20th.  This  flooding  was  caused  through  the  river 
backing  up  the  Burton  Corporation  sewers  and  overflowing  at 
manholes  in  the'  field  adjacent  the  Pumping  Station. 

The  highest  level  reached  by  this  flood  water  was  1  ft 
bolow  the  Pumping  House  floor  level.

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EFFECT  OF  FLOODS (con td) . 

Sunny hill,  Stenson. 

The  flood  water  passing  into  the  Shardlow  Rural  District  Council 
sewers  at  Sunnyhill  hacked  up  the  Council's  sewer  in  Stenson  Road, 
which  overflowed  at  the  Gullies  and  Inspection  Chambers  of  19  houses. 

This  overflow  occurred  on  Thursday,  the  13th,  and  Sundays  the 
1 6th  March,  1947. 


.  WATER  SUPPLY, 

Piped  water  supplies  are  provided  by  the  following  water  under¬ 
takings  to  the  undermentioned  parishes.  The  whole  of  these  water 
supplies  are  chlorinated,  and  no  adverse  reports  have  been  received 
as  to  their  quality. 

The  waters  vary  in  hardness  frem  18  to  40,  and  no  plumbo-solvent 
action  is  experienced. 

The  quantity  of  water  available  is  generally  sufficient  to  meet 
the  demand,  with  the  exception  of  the  supply  to  Woodville  from  the 
Smisby  Well. 

Parish  of  Woodville. 

This  water  scheme  supplies  water  to  80  houses  situated  in  the 
Ashby  Urban  District  area  in  addition  to  the  parish  of  Woodville,  and 
as  the  yield  from  the  Council’s  Smisby  Well  is  insufficient  for  the 
demand,  water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Swadlincote  and  Ashby 
Joint  Water  Board,  whose  supply  in  turn  is  inadequate. 

Proposals  for  an  adequate  supply  of  water  to  Woodville  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Parish  of  Qvorseal. 

The  supply  to  this  village  is  adequate,  the  water  being  purchased 
in  bulk  from  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  off  their 
trunk  main  passing  through  the  village. 

Parish  of  Hartshorne. 

This  supply  is  obtained  from  a  spring  situated  in  "Several 
Woods",  and  is  satisfactory. 

Parish  of  Hatton. 

This  supply  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Tutbury  Rural  District 
Council . 

Owing  to  the  demand  of  the  Tutbury  Rural  District  Council,  and 
the  number  of  new  houses  that  will  require  a  supply  in  the  near 
future,  any  increase  of  the  supply  to  the  parish  of  Hatton  cannot  be 
anticipated  from  this  source. 

The  Council  have  therefore  included  this  parish  to  be  supplied 
with  water  from  the  proposed  Dalbury  Lees  and  District  Water  Scheme. 

Parish  of  Ticknall. 

The  yield  and  quality  of  this  supply  is  satisfactory. 

The  Council  propose  to  lower  thu  well  for  the  purpose  of  further 
increasing  the  present  yield,  and  build  a  new  Pumping  Station  adjacent 
the  well  with  new  puraping  machinery . 

Dalbury  .Lees  &  District  Water  Scheme. 

A  piped  water  scheme  to  supply  the  twelve  Northern  parishes  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  water  will  be  supplied 
through  the  Belper  Rural  District  Council ’ s* mains ,  and  purchased  in 
bulk  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board.  The  mains  will  be  from 

9"  to  3"  in  diameter,  and  of  sufficient  size  to  satisfy  the  N.F.S. 
requirements  in  ca.se  of  fire,  in  addition  to  all  the  farms  within  the 
area,  the  length  of  the  mains  being  46  miles. 

Smisby  Water  Scheme. 

A  piped  water  scheme  for  the  village  of  Smisby  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  mains  will  be  3”  diameter,  and  the  water  obtained  from  ohe 
Council’s  Smisby  Well.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  this  Report  of  the  Sanitary 
circumstances  in  the  combined  Northern  and  Southern  Districts  of 
the  area  under  your  late  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  J.  Crabtree, 
for  the  yoar  ending  the  31st  December,  1947. 

The  shortage  of  building  labour  and  materials  again  made  the 
execution  of  essential  repairs  to  dwelling-houses  extremely 

difficult . 

There  have  also  been  difficulties  during  the  year  owing  to 
illness  and  shortage  of  staff  in  this  Department* 

In  addition,  work  within  the  Department  has  been  greatly 
increased  by  the  introduction  of  scavenging  by  direct  labour  in 
most  of  the  larger  parishes,  together  with  the  collection  of  salvage. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  has  also  been  taken  up  in  dealing 
with  applications  for  licences  to  carry  out  repairs,  and  in  some 
cases  inspections  have  to  be  carried  out  to  ascertain  if  the 
applications  are. for  essentinx  work.

SCAVENGING . 

Scavenging  schemes  were  in  operation  in  27  parishes  in- 'the 

District . carried  out  under  Contract  to  the  31st  July,  1947.  On 

the  1st  August,  1947,  the  Council  took  over  under  direct  labour  the 
operation  of  these  Services  in  20  parishes  of  the  District,  the 
remaining  seven  parishes  still  being  dealt  with  under  Contract. 

The  Council  acquired  the  Vehicular  Plant  and  Equipment  of  the^ 
main  Contractor  at  an  initial  Cost  of  £2,875?  and  operated  this 
Scheme  with  Labour^  transferred'  from  the  Contractors  to  the  end  of 
this  year. 

The  Council  kept  this  Scheme  under  constant  review,  and 
having  regard  to  its  satisfactory  operation,  have  made  provision 
for  its  extension,  and  given  instructions  for  the  purchase  of 
additional  Vehicles  and  Equipment. 

Included  in  the  Vehicles  purchased  was  a  Cesspool  Emptier, 
and,  in  addition'  to  its  use  within  the  District,  is  available  and 
has  been  operated  in  the-  Areas  of  adjoining  Public  Authorities  and 
by  Private  individuals,  at  an  agreed  chargo.

There  are  26  farms  in  the  Repton  Rural  District  registered  with 
the  Derbyshire  County  Council  as  producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk, 
and  143  farms  registered  with  that  Authority  for  producing  Accredited 
milk,  also  a  dairy  registered  with  the  Repton  Rural  District  Council 
for  pasteurising  milk. 

During  the  year  9  supplementary  licences  were  granted  to  retailers 
of  designated  milks  from  premises  outside  the  Repton  Rural  District  to 
retail  within  the  district. 

Twenty-three  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  taken  from  Park 
Farm  Dairies,  Ticknall,  for  the  Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase  tests, 
two  being  unsatisfactory.  In  connection  with  these  unsatisfactory 

samples  investigations  were  carried  out  at  the  farms  concerned,  and 
appropriate  action  taken. 

Burton-on-Trent  Corporation  farm  at  Etwall,  and  Derby  Corporation 
farm  at  Mickleover,  are  licensed  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the 
production  of  Accredited  and  Tuberculin  Tested  milks,  and  the  Inspector 
takes  samples  there  on  the  Council’s  instructions  for  the  Ministry. 
Thirty-five  such  samples  were  token  during  the  year,  7  being  unsatis¬ 
factory.  In  connection  with  these  unsatisfactory  samples  investiga¬ 
tions  were  carried  out  at  the  farms  concerned,  and  appropriate  action 
taken.

Ice  Cream, 

With  the  earning  into  operation  of  the  Ice  Cream  Heat-treatment 
Regulations,  1947?  standards  of  fitness  for  premises  intended  for  use 
in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream  have  been  drawn  up  on  the 
linos  suggested  by  the  Derbyshire  Branch  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors' 
Association,  with  a  view  to  securing  uniformity’  of  action  throughout 
the  area. 


These  standards  incorporate  the  provisions  of  Section  13  of  the 
Pood  &  Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  the  Ice  Cream  Heat  Treatment  Regulations, 
1947,  with  which  premises  must  comply  before  they  can  be  registered 
for  the  sale,  manufacture  for  sale,  or  storage  of  ice  cream. 

Increasing  attention  is  being  given  to  this  subject,  and  to 
the  sampling  of  ice  cream.  Where  samples  have  proved  unsatisfactory, 
the  matter  has  been  immediately  followed  up  and  advice  given,  and 
with  regard  to  unsatisfactory  samples  obtained  on  ice  cream  manufac¬ 
tured  outside  the  area,  the  appropriate  Authority  has-  been. .notified. 

There  were  no  premises  registered' for  the  manufacture  of- Ice 
Cream  during  the-  year.  Six  shops  were  registered,  for  the  retailing 
of  Ice  Cream.  • •  ' 

Eleven  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  four  samples  were  placed  in  Grades  3  &  4  and  are 
classed  as  unsatisfactory  under  the  Provisional  Methylene  Blue  Test.
